This year marks a unique event in the Annals of O’Dea High School and in the history of the 


Christian Brothers of Ireland in the American Province. 
On June 29th.,1909, approximately a half century ago, Reverend Brother M. G. Burke, Vice-Princi- 


pal of O’Dea High School, decided to devote his young life to the work initiated in 1802 by the 
Venerable Brother Edmund Ignatius Rice, Founder of the Christian Brothers of Ireland. 


The Jubilarian’s first seven years as a Brother were spent in his homeland where he acquired the 
necessary knowledge and training that fitted him to perform the varied and manifold duties of the 
religious teacher, as well as the opportunity of putting into practice some of the valuable lessons 
he had thus far mastered. 

In 1916, when the American Province was first established, the Brother Jubilarian was one of a 
group of eight selected to propagate the work of the Brothers in this vast. country where the har 
vests lay white for reaping. 

The life of the Venerable Jubilarian in the American Province has been long and not uneventful. 
For eleven years he taught in Newfoundland, then the oldest British Colony, and in British 
Columbia. The greater part of his devoted labors was spent in the United States: in New York, 
in Chicago, in Butte, and in Seattle - thirty-two years of dedicated. service to God and his 
fellowman. 

Since O’Dea High School has been the beneficiary of the Jubilarian’s mellow experience for the 
past eleven years, it is with deep appreciation and profound gratitude that we, the present students 
of the school, dedicate the 1959 issue of THE OLYMPIAN to him. May the rich reward promised 
to those who instruct others in the way of holiness be his hereafter!
